BREAKING 


Cancer now stands in mortal¬ 
ity statistics in the United 
States. Every boy and girl who 
reaches the age of 10 years has 
one chance in 10 ot dying from 
cancer. 

These statistics, taken uloi.o, 
are startling. They at one? sug¬ 
gest a wide spread of this (dread 
disease. But there i3 one'factor 
in the situation that is frequ nt* 
ly overlooked and which conse¬ 
quently leads to considerable 
misunderstanding and needless 
anxiety. That i* the fact that 
as recently as 20 years ago na¬ 
tality among the young was con¬ 
siderably highei* than jt is today. 

Great advances have l>een 
made in eliminating the cause of 
early death. Antitoxin hrs re¬ 
moved the ravages of diphtheria 
pure water and pasteurized milk 
have cut down the deaths from 
typhoid, there is a better under 
standing of infant feeding. 
Deaths from appendicitis, cjico 
so common, are now compara¬ 
tively rare. Other instances 
might be cited to show the 
marked progress of preventive 
medicine that has shifted the 
high morality rate from the 
lower to the upper age brack¬ 
ets. 

There was less cancer 20 or 
B0 years ago because fewer per¬ 
sons survived the ailments and 
diseases of youth and middle age 
to reach the age when man is 
most susceptible to the degen- 
erativq'diseases, of which) cancer 
is ope.
